LORD TaXrEBDES AND 1113 SUCCESSOR. — 

Lord TeatarJen diod on Saturday 
aight.antl uo tima was lost in appoint- 
ing Doninan an his successor. Com- 
ing as ho does after foui ufjthe groat- 
oat lavrjora who over sat upon the 
bonch.'this choice will not escape se- 
vere censure; for the reputation of 
Denuiau as a lawyer is not nigh, aud 
he has boon one of tlio most ineilicieut 
Attorueys-Geucral who over tilled the 
office. 

Ch XIX.— Deo. 17, 1S32.— John 
Gully. — Gully's history is extraordin- 
ary. He 'was taken out, of prison 
twenty-five or thirty years ago by 
Mellish to fight Pierce, suraamed the 
"Game Chicken," being then a butch- 
ers' apprentice; he fourght him and was 
beaten. Ha afterward fought Belcher 
(I boliere) and Grogson, and left tbo 
prize-ring with the reputation of being 
the best man in it. He then took to 
the turf, was successful, established 
himself at Newmarket, whore ho kept 
s hell, and bogan a system of corrup- 
tion of trainers, jockeys, and boys, 
which put tho secrets of all Newmarket 
At his disposal, and in a few years 
made him rich. At the same time lie 
connected himself with Mr. Watt, in 
the North, by butting for him, and 
this being tho liuio when Watt's stable 
was very successful ho won large sums 
of money by horses. Having become 
rioli he embarked in a groat coal specu- 
lation, which answered beyond his 
hopes, and his shares soon yielded 
immense profits. His wife, who was 
ft coarse, vulgar woman, in the mean- 
time died, and ho afterward married 
the daughter of an innkeeper, who 

E roved as gentlowomanliko as tho other 
ad been the reverse, and who is very 
pretty besides. Ho now gradually 
withdrew from the betting ring, as a 
regular blackleg, still keeping horses, 
and betting occasionally in largo sums, 
and about a year or two ago, having 

Ereviously sold tho Hare Park to Sir 
Lark Wood, whore ho lived for two or 
three years, ho bought a property 
near Pontefract, and settled down (at 
Ackworth Park) as John Gully, Esq. ,u 
gentleman of fortune. Atthe Reform disso- 
lution he was pressed to come 
forward as candidate for Pon- 
tefract, but after soma hesi- 
tation he declined. Latterly he 
has taken groat iutorest in politics, 
and has been an arrant Reformer and 
liberal subscriber for the advancement 
of the cans*. When Parliament was 
about to be dissolved, he was again in- 
vitod to stand for Pontefract by a nu- 
merous deputation; he again hesitated, 
but finally accepted; Lord Mexbor- 
ough withdrew, and he was elected 
without opposition. In person he is 
tall and finally funned , full of strength 
and grace, with delicate hands and 
feet, his faco coarse and with a bad ex- 
pression, his head set well on his 
shoulders, and remarkably graceful 
and evon dignified in bis actions and 
manners; totally without education he 
has strong Beuso, discretion, reserve, 
and a spocies of good tasto which has 
prevented, in the night of his fortunes, 
his behaviour from ever transgressing 
tho bonds of modesty and respect, and 
he has gradually separated himself 
from tho rabble of betters, and black- 
guards of whom ho was ouce the most 
conspicuous, and tacitly asserted his 
own independence, and acquired gen- 
tility without ever presuming toward 
thoso whom ho has been accustomed to 
regard with deference. 

Oh. XXI. — Aim. 20th, 1833.— Le- 
varciunt. — Lemarchant is a clever, 
industrious follow, whom I remember 
at Eton. Tho Chancellor's secretary- 
ship must bo no sinecure, and ho has 
particularly distinguished himself by 
his reports of tho debates in tho 
House of Commors. He goes thoro 
every night, and forwards to the Chan- 
cellor, from time to time, an account 
of tho debato, and tho manner of it,, 
vory well executed, indeed. He talk- 
ed to mo of Brougham's labours and 
their intensity, which put mo in mind 
of his gasconading to Sefton a year or 
two ago about his idleness, and find- 
ing tho Groat Seal a mere plaything. 
Lemarchant said that by severe and 
constant application he had made him- 
self vory tolerably acquainted with 
equity law, and very extensively with 
cases. I find from Sefton that ho 
moans to propose next year that his 
nalary should bo reduced to £8,1)00 a 
yoar, tmd that the now Equity Judgos 



should bo paid out of what ho now 
has. I believe ho is liberal about 
monoy, and not careless, but I have 
sorno doubts whether this project will 
be executed. Lemarchant told me 
that tho cause of Sugden' inveterate 
animosity against Brougham was this: 
— That in a debato in the House of 
Commons, Sugden [Lord St. Leonards 
— death recorded a few days ago], in 
his speech; took occasion to speak of 
Mr. Fox, aud said that he had no 
great respect for his authority, on 
which Brougham merely said--loud 
enough to bo heard all over the House 
and in that peculiar tone which strikes 
liko a dagger:--" Poor Fox!'' The 
words, tho tone, were electrical; 
everybody burst into roars of 
laughter. Sugden was so overhelmod 
that he said afterwards it wns with 
difficulty ho could go on, and he vow- 
ed that ho never could forgive this 
sarcasm. 

Ch. XXII. -Sept. 10th, 1833. - 
M. Thiers. --At Gorhambury on Satur- 
day till Monday. Dined on Friday 
with Talleyrand. A great dinner to 
M. Thiers, tho French Minister of 
Commerce. A little man, about as 
tall as Shiel, and as mean aud vulffar- 
looking, wearing spectacles, and with 
a squeaking voice. Ho was editor of 
tho "National," anj] able writer, and 
one of the piincipal instigators of the 
Revolution of July. It is said that he 
is a man of great ability and a good 
speaker, more in the familiar English 
than tho bombastical French stylo. 
Talleyrand has a high opinion of him. 
Ho wroto a history of the Revolution, 
which ho now regrets; it is well done, 
but the doctrine of fatalism which he 
puts forth in it ho thinks calculated to 
injure his reputation as a statesmen. 
I met him again at dinner at Talley- 
rand's yesterday with another great 
party, and last night ho started on a 
visit to Birmingham and^Liverpool.

Incorrigible. 

To oxpoct anything like consistency 
or oven common decency at the bands 
of our local contemporary would bo 
no less foolish than to expect whole- 
some water to flow from an impure 
fountain. In discussing tho loading 
topic of the hour, in comparing the 
terms obtained by Mr. Walkem with 
those offered through Mr. Edgar, it 
habitually indulges in misrepresenta- 
tion to a degreo soldom if ever equal- 
led in tho history of journalism. 
Scarcely an article has appeared in its 
columns upon the subject that has not 
Actually bristled with absolute false- 
hood. Tho terms offered through Mr. 
Edgar are most audaciously falsified 
for the purpose of creating a contrast 
favorable to tho worse terms brought 
back by its master, and the position 
taken by this journal is subjected to 
liko treatment in order to conceal its 
own flagrant torgivorsation. In al- 
most every article it repeats tho false- 
hood that this journal approved of the 
Edgar proposal as a final offer, and 
condemnod tho Local Ci-ovoi'iimeiit for 
not accepting that offer. Over and 
over again have we challenged it to 
produco from our columns a single tit- 
tle of evidence; and surely if, as is as- 
■erted, we had been doing that for 
eight months, there should bo no 
great difficulty in producing ono word 
or sentence insupporof the statement. 
But that it cannot do; and it is content 
with reiterating the falsehood. We 
rep«it,and our columns teem witli evi- 
dence to prove it, that this journal 
never advocated tho acceptance of the 
Edgar proposal and, consequently, 
could not and did not condemn the 
Government foi not accepting it. It 
was never intended as a final offer, but 
■waB merely put forward as a first step 
in negotiations; and what we did and 
do condemn the Government for was 
their stupid refusal to negotiate for 
the roally good terms Mr. Mackenzie 
was at that period willing to concede. 
It is not true, however that the terms 
brought back by Mr. Walkem are more 
favorable to Columbia than even the 
Edgar proposal. It is not difficult to 
■how that tho reverse is the fact, that 
tho Edgar proposal , with all its vague- 
ness and baldness, would really have 
boen more favorable than tho still 
more vague and elastic terms which 
are now thrust down poor Columbia's 
throat nolens xolens. 

OCEAN SEUV1CE. 

The announcement that tho Dominion 
Government aro advertising for tenders 
for a materially improved mail service 
between this Province nud San Francis- 
co furnishes an answer to all the small 
talk about tho faithlessness and mean- 
MSB of tho Mackenzie Administration. 
In-tho matter of promising we are free to 
admit that thov aro considerably behind 
their predecessors; but in performing, 
whioh is, alter all, t he grout thing, thev 
are far in advance. The reader will be 
aware that in the Terms of Union Canada 
undertook to rruintuin semi-monthly 
■team communication between San Frau- 
ciaco and this port. It is now proposed 
to double that lervice, that is to say, 
make it weekly, during seven months in 
the year; and it is further proposed to 
restriot the tariff of fare for passengers 
to $25 for cabin, and S10 for steerage. 
The rates at present are £30 urul $15 re- 
spectively. It has been very generally 
felt that the Herrise, as stipulated tor in 
the Terms of Union, doen not meet the I 
sxigenc ex of commerce or of travel; aud 
we have all along contended that where 
SO largo a subuidv is paid somo reason- ! 
able restriction as to rates of faro ought 
to be imposed in tho interest of the conn- 
try paying for the service. If tins has 
boon felt to be tlie case in tho punt, how 
much more in the future, when the pro- 
secution of gigantic public works shah 
have immeasurably increased trade and 
traffic. It is gratifying to observe the : 
readine.iH of the Dominion Government 
to recognize and meet the growing claims I 
of tho Province in this respect. It is to 
be hoped that, in awarding the now con- 
tract, the importance of having tho ser- I 
vice performed with a superior class of 
steamers owned and run in the interest 
of this oountry will be fully recognized.

The Ottawa Times says: "Tho subject 
of deckloads on vessels crossing tho At- 
lantic to Europe, ami bound lr()I11 P°W" 
in tho Dominion of Canada for the West 
Indies, was before tho Dominion lioar'l 
of Trado on Wednesday, when, .at tho 
suggestion of Mr. Henry Fry, of QuebGo, 
what must bo admitted, to bu a humane 
and oommendablo resolution was arrived 
at— that in, to ascertain if a uniform deck- 
load law could not bo adopted by this 
country and tho United States. In our 
summary of Mr. Fry's remarks in connec- 
tion with tho subject, a small but import- 
ant error was overlooked, air. Fry in 
general tonus expressed himself as favor- 
able to tho Act for regulating the deck 
loads to bo permitted in cases such as 
those wo have rofi red to, but tho word 
"aot" was omitted from tho report by 
8()iii(! inadvertence, which put an entirely 
different construction upon "Mr. Fry's 
remarks from that intended, nnd, it need 
not bo added, was an actual misrepresen- 
tation. Indeed, Mr. Fry's record in con- 
nection with this question is too widely 
known, and his unflagging energy in be- 
half of that portion of our population 
who "go down to tho sea in ships" too 
public a fact to make any correction of 
this kind necessary. While on tho sub 
ject wo may express our admiration of 
tho patriotism which enables the members 
of tho Board of Trado to rises above tho 
mero,quastion of dollars and cents and 
to set that value upon human life ai com- 
pared to more gain in gold w hich the 
immortality of, tho one and tho evanes- 
cence of tho other ought in this enlight- 
ened age to determine; or rather to ex- 
press tho regret, the repugnance— we 
may even say tho contempt —with which 
wo should have been bound, in sympathy 
with public feeling, to havo regarded an 
opposite conclusion, - presuming, of 
course, that the fatal results of tho old 
system of deck loads are as fully ostab 
lished as assorted."

This 
mass of bricks and mortar, ltftoenfeet 
square, came crashing through Haz- 
azar's roof without a moment's notice, 
right upon the floor where tho dancers 
were just commencing tho quadrille, 
and carried a portion of tbe floor, dan- 
cers and all, down into tho storo 
beneath. 

A scene of tho wildest excitement 
ensued. Doctors were quickly in at- 
tendance, and gave evory assistance 
Of thoso who were carried through 
: with the falling mass Miss McDougall 
is said to be dangerously hurv, though 
not in auy such manner as gives cause 
for alarm. She was so . covered by 
the debris that she had to be literally 
dugout. The others are: — Miss Proc- 
tor, daughter of Mr. C. Lo Proctor; 
Miss Bull, daughter of R. Bull; Mrs. 
C. W. Hngan, slight flesh wound, not 
serious; Mr. H. O. Lyman, of Savage, 
Lyman & Co., rather seriously hint;

The ladies behaved with admirable 
coolness and fortitude under very try- 
ing circumstances, and tho whole 
party are to be congratulated that the 
affair did not terminate fatally. 

LATER ACCOUNT. 

(From our own Reporter! 

Tha sudden thaw yesterday was 
followed by a violent galo of * wind. 
Last night, at about eleven o'clock, a 
strong puff blew over the top of the 
east wall of tho burned 'Queen's Hall, 
which stood about twenty feet higher 
than the adjoining building, and se- 
veral tons weight of the brick work 
fell a crash on to the roof of Hazazer's 
Assembly Rooms, which are situated 
above the line of stores called the 
Cathedral Block, on St. Catherine- 
street. The roof instantly gave way. 
and, with the superincumbent weight 
of brick, fell with a crash on to the 
ball-room, forming a cavity al^out 
eighteen feet wide by fifteen feet, in 
length. At this time about thirty 
couples who -were attending the Bache- 
lor's Assembly were forming for the 
dance and were grouped about the 
floor. So sudden was the accident 
that a number of couplos were caught 
by tho falling debris, and two persons 
were precipitated with the ruins 
through the lloor into an unoccupied 
storo beneath. A second more mid 
groat confusion and excitement took 
possossiou of the assembly ; ories for 
help were heard; ladies swooned away ; 
tho scone was terrible. 

Several are more or less injured; 
but, wonderful to state, none, it is 
thought, are dangerously hurt. -The 
accident appears to have been solely 
attributed to the negligonoo of those 
who have tho building in charge and 
to the building inspector.
